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XTOTHING of much iipportance 
■*-^ has lately occurred in the politi- 
cal stale' of Europe, but an evetit 
is about taking place, which may 
have a mighty intluence on its af- 
fairs, ami eti'ect changes therein, at 
present very little conlemplated. We 
allude to the marriage of Napoleon 
witli the Archduchess ^1a^ia Louisa 
of Austria ; a theme which almost 
exclusively engages the attention pf 
tiie Continent. 'l|iis marriage bears 
evident iparks of (hat rliaracteristic 
sagacity, which has conducted Bona- 
parte to his present elevation : he was 
sepure without it, his power was con- 
solidated, and no nation within his 
reach dared to counteract his views ; 
but this proipises to transmit (liese 
important advantages to his posterity, 
and continiie to France the saiqe 
preponderance to which his geiiiys 
has advanced her. By this alliance, 
Austria without dreading his ambition 
yriM cordially assist in annil|ilaliiig 
the I'lurki^ empire ; Poland will be 
moulded agreeably to their joiut 
-wishes, and tb? ft-devmit royal ta- 
stily pf Spain> will sink into that ob- 
livion, which their incapacity has so 
richly merited. Bonaparte has never 
shown greater disregard to his political 
friendships than other powerful individ- 



uals, yet we think the interest of Alex- 
ander will now yield to that of Fran- 
cis, and after the autocrat has been 
used to a(:con)plish their purposes, 
pretexts will not be wanting, it they 
find it expedient, to reduce the power 
of that immense and unwieldy em- 
pire. 

When we revert to this country, 
his designs against our prosperity will 
be riiuch facilitated by Ids imperial 
relative ; the hearty co-operation of 
Austria, Russia, and Fraiice, will be 
inliiiitelv more injurious to our coqj- 
meice, Ihan when anyone of tlie three 
found it convenient to wink at th^ 
exertions made to introduce our ma- 
nufactures into tlieir doinini9ns ; and 
will place our Indiaii territories m a 
more precarious and dangerutis situa- 
tion than tliey have 'ever been sine* 
we first obtained a footing in that 
coiinlry. 

Should the war continue, threats 
of invaslop will not be bombasticalty 
renewed, as when they were without 
piobal)ility of being executed ; when 
a powerful eneniy remained constantly 
on ihe walch, eager to embrace the 
o|)porlunity of a reverse, or even the 
absence 01 a considerable body of 
tf()oj>s !)eyorid tlie possibility of recat, 
to revenge Uie humitialioti of iiefeat
